Wnen the nmtterings ot an- 
archists were in tho air and tho Ho/mar- 
ket tragedy had just takon place, and 
the anarchists in Milwaukee nad boon 
suppressed, tho Madison Democrat in its 
Bonl-rejoiomg said of Governor Rusk and 
the militia: 


Gov.Eusk, so as yet appears, has per- 


formed his duty in a manner that will 
meot with tho approval oC the people. He 
went into Milwaukee when satisfied that 
iito and property was in danger; he call- 
ed the first regiment in thero and then 
ao directed the owners of industries clos- 
ed by tho mob to open their works. He 
Stationed the troops in proper placos 
with orders to load with balls and shoot 
io kill. Some rioting aul some distur- 
bance occurred but the tactoriea were 
protected. 1'ho casualties among the 
riotora were not large, but they evidently 
understood that tlie-y are not bossing the 
city jnat now. The moat encouraging 
thing and the nrost commendable of all in 
that the govei'tior lint the backbone to iiot 
permit the iroops to lie stoned. The people 
of the, state trill be thankful for this. Ibis 
tooling with eoldier; has scandalized the 
oountry long enough. 


Nearly a week after it published the

baa been at Milwaukee for a week, 
meant a poor?, deal. It meant, first, a 
royal wi-loome to those who haetoued, on 
a moment's notice, ta perform a most 
nnpleusant dnty ic .support of liberty 
and lnw;bntit meant n good deal more 
than this. In the light ot tlie cowardly 
coureo ot those in authority io haK a 
dozeu othpr states, the people read sari 
onaly the London Standard's statement 
that republican institutions in Amerioa 
wore being subjected to another test.

He brings Jesus 
out, in obvious suffering and indescribable 
humiliation, with tho crown mul purple robe 
on Him, and says iu effect, "See: I have 
brought Him out thus to you. You rlcem 
Him guilty. Well, if so Ho is punished 
enough, and I want you to know that I find 
r.o reason for putting Him to death.'1 Even 
hi* language seems to imply an appeal to 
their pity—"Behold tiiu man!" Ho is not 
i|nito disregarding their wishes; but ho sees 
no reason fur a sentence of death.
